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CZECHS TO DEFEND LAND TO LAST AMA RUNCIMAN

C zechoslovakia, 


Sept. 17 — (U P ) — Czechoslovaks 


said today that they intended to 
hold and defend every inch of 
their territory, including Sudeten 
German areas, even if it m eant 


fightin g to the last man. 
That is the official viewpoint. It 
is the view point of the governm ent 
and of the arm y high command. 
It is the loudly expressed opinion 
of the man in the street, who is 
becom ing more and more restive 
under constant strain. 
And, today 
at least, it is the answ er to the 
C zechoslovak nation 
to 
threats 
and plans of the big powers. 
A foreign office spokesm an said 
to the U nited Press today: 
“There is only one answer to 


the latest developm ents. 
That is 
w e w ill defend every inch of ter­ 
ritory th a t belongs to C z e c h o s lo ­ 
vakia. 
We w ill figh t if necessary. 
There w ill be no question of giv­ 
ing up part of our nation.-” 
Anglo-French Help Sure? 


It is understood authoritatively 
that the governm ent believes that 
it w ill not be deserted by France 
and Great Britain, in an extrem ity, 
because G erm any’s push eastward 
would conflict, even if indirectly, 
w ith British em pire interests. 
The governm ent also counts IOO 
percent on its alliance w ith France, 
believing that it w ill bring France 
into the fight in event of war. 
Also, the governm ent appears to 
have received 
a 
solem n pledge 
that Russia, in accordance with its 
obligations under the Czechoslo- 
vak-R ussian alliance, w ill rush air­ 


planes, soldiers and artillery to 
Czechoslovakia at the m om ent any 
aggression 
w as com m itted. 
It has been 'reported that Rou- 
mania is ready to perm it Russian 
planes and arm ies 
to cross 
the 
approxim ately 150 m iles of Rou­ 
manian soil between Russia and 
Czechoslovakia. 
Ernst 
Kundt, 
Sudeten leader 
detailed 
to 
remain 
here, 
said 
today in a proclam ation to Sude­ 
ten Germans: 
“Under 
political 
pressure by 
short sighted elem ents which still 
do not realize before w hat grave 
decisions Europe stands today, the 
governm ent 
has 
considered 
it 
w ise to term inate activities of the 
Sudeten party. 
Do not let your­ 
selves be m isled. 
It is not im port­ 
ant today whether there is a party 
organization 
in 
Czechoslovakia. 


For us, the only decisive thing is 
the further fate of our Sudeten 
Germans in the hom eland.” 
M ews Discussed 
Kundt 
and 
Foreign 
M inister 
Kamil K rofta gave me, in inter­ 
views, the divergent view s of the 
Sudeten party 
and 
the govern­ 
ment. 
Krofta, while denouncing the idea 
of a plebiscite, suggested 
som e 
sort of regional pact to guarantee 
Czechoslovakia’s 
integrity. 
He 
hinted strongly that such a pact 
would m ake it unnecessary for 
Czechoslovakia to continue its a l­ 
liance with 
Russia, 
an alliance 
which H itler hates. 
Kundt criticised the governm ent 
for banning the Sudeten party and 
said: 
“I don’t intend to give up m y 
parliam entary 
m andate 
on the 


decision of the governm ent. 
They 
will have to use force to prevent 
me from fulfilling my duties as a 
deputy.” 


Perhaps the m ost direct public 
denunciation 
of 
dism em bership 
w as made by 
Rudolph Bechyne, 
deputy premier, in a newspaper 
article. 


“No Czech 
governm ent would 
ever 
consent to a plebiscite,” he 
said, "and if ever such a gov­ 
ernment were found it would be 
sw ept aw ay within an hour by Die 
nation, which chooses death rather 
than dismembership of the coun­ 
try. 
“A plesbiscite would solve noth­ 
ing. 
At least 1,000,000 Germans 
would flee from the plebiscite areft 
to the interior, thus creating a 
new German m inority which would 
be used as a pretext for a new 


Sudeten question, until 
the Re 
public was destroyed. 
“Tn this country there w ill be I 


no plebiscite and no international 
police.” 
AH Not N azis 


This idea that not all Sudetens 
w ere pro-Nazi is not a new one. 
The Sudeten party won 44 seats 
in the 1935 election, the last. 
The 
Com m unists, of whom m any are 
Sudetens, won 30. 
The left wing 
German Sbcial D em ocratic party, 
anti-N azi, won l l . 
Other German 
parties, though they have cooper­ 
ated with the Sudetens in seeking 
concessions, are 
not necessarily 
for union with Germany. 
The governm ent reported that 
the Sudeten country was alm ost 
com pletely 
quiet 
this morning.

Urgent Speed N ecessary 


The cabinet's main thought was 
that w hatever was done m ust be 
done with the m ost urgent speed. 
Not only had Adolf H itler pressed 
J Chamberlain for early — and ab­ 
solutely com pliant—agreem ent to 
| his dem ands but there w as danger, 
increasing every hour, of an inci­ 
dent which would make war cer­ 
tain. 
Responsible 
non-British 
diplo­ 
m atic sources even spoke of the 
possibility of a deliberate incident 
in 
Czechoslovakia 
calculated to 
force Germany to move. 
It w as understood that Prime 
M inister Chamberlain, on his re­ 
turn, personally favored accepting 
H itler's term s as the alternative 
to war. 
This knowledge caused 
astonishm ent among cabinet m em ­ 
bers. 
But as the night passed 
and the Implication of a rejection 
of the demands became

HE world gasped, took a breath, and 
then applauded the gesture of Neville 
Chamberlain in going to Germany to offer 
Hitler a plan for world peace. 
But not 
everyone who admired the courage and 
judgm ent which inspired the trip had 
much hope of what would come of it.

Czechoslovakia would simply become an­ 
other Spain. 
This school of thought took the atti­ 
tude that the conference of September fif­ 
teenth simply meant that the great powers 
would find some way to save face while 
backing down.

themselves, 
with

mishes leading at last to civil war. 
That is a dark vision, not at all im­ 
possible of coming true.

come out tremendously and at once, but 
slowly and in spots. 
Here is China. 
Here 
is Palestine. 
There is the Russo-Japanese 
border. 
Spain is becoming exhausted just 
as Czechoslovakia begins. There is always 
danger of trouble in 
India and South 
America. 
Before this picture of the return to 
barbarism of the whole human race, the 
idea of one big major war involving clear­ 
cut ideas of what the. world wants, with 
victory', at length, inevitably in favor of 
democracy, becomes as a clean, sharp 
surgical operation compared with a lin­ 
gering disease.

G ERM A NY PREPARED FOR W A R 
W 
ASHINGTON— Most important factor 
to remember regarding the present 
European belligerency is that the Germans 
are completely prepared. They have been 
workingjtoward this day w ith typical Ger­ 
man precision, now figure that this is the 
time to get w hat they want. 
The extent to which Germany is armed 
and on a virtual w ar basis is difficult for 
anyone on this side of the Atlantic to 
conceive, according to confidential reports 
received here. 
No secret is made of this 
fact by the Germans, probably because of 
the psychological effect it will have on 
their enemies. , 
Not long ago General Vuillemon, chief 
of Hie French Air Corps, inspected Ger­ 
many's air force. 
The Nazis appeared to 
be completely above-board with him, took 
him all through their factories, showed the 
quantity of planes they wore manufactur­ 
ing. 
Flabbergasted 
by 
Germany's 
air 
strength, Vuillemon afterwards reported 
to Premier Daladier that the Germans 
must be making planes for export— that 
they were manufacturing far too many for 
domestic use alone. 
He estimated that the 
German army was equipped with at least 
7,000 fighting machines. 
Although General Goering probably 
exaggerated w'hen be boasted 
of Ger­ 
many’s food supplies, confidential reports 
do indicate that the Nazis are sufficiently 
prepared to risk a war of moderate dura­ 
tion. 
Grain and oil have been coming in 
from Rumania and Jugoslavia in tremen­ 
dous 
quantities, 
together 
with 
various 
other raw materials. 
Obviously the Nazis 
are not going to make the same mistake 
they did in 1911 regarding supplies. 
Last winter, when Hitler reorganized 
the army’s high command and appointed 
as chief of staff a mediocre general who 
previously was in charge of “ pots and 
pans” , the move was interpreted as a slap 
at other general staff members. 
Now', 
however, it looks as if Hitler might have 
wanted a man in command who would 
concentrate on the accumulation of vast 
w ar reserves. 
Anyway he now' has those 
reserves.

bolism, hemorrhage, degeneration, 
hypertrophy,

The process which occurs most 
3ften is inflammation. 
You never 
scratch your finger, or bang your 
shin against a chair, or suffer the 
bite of a mosquito, or burn your 
skin, even so much as an area the 
lize of the head of a pin, or have

i pimple, or a boil, or a cut, or a 
imp of carbolic on you, but what 
nflammation sets in. 
You prob­ 
i t y never say “ouch” that the 
same thing doesn’t occur. 
Please also regard the process 
jf inflammation with favor and 
gratitude. 
It is your best friend. 
All the aids, like poultices and hot 
water bottles and antiseptic* and 
salves, are simply aids to make it 
more efficient. If you had no proc­ 
ess of inflammation In your sys­ 
tem. they would not do a bit of 
good. 
Without it you would be a 
kind of Humpty-Dumpty person 
and any injury wduld be your last. 
Inflammation is generally de­ 
fined as the sum of the processes 
occurring after injury or insult to 
the tissues. 
Insult includes inva­ 
sion of bacteria. 
As any one can 
see on his own person, the symp­ 
toms of inflammation are pain, 
swelling, redness and heat. 
The cause of these symptoms Is 
easy to understand when we know 
the actions that the different tis­ 
sue cells undergo in the process 
As soon as any injury or infection 
occurs to any tissue, the blood ves­ 
sels in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood begin to enlarge. 
Why this 
should be no one knows. 
It is one 


of the most fascinating and mys­ 
terious adjustments of Nature. No 
pharmacologist with any of his 
drugs could make them do that. 
And, thank heaven, no pharm a­ 
cologist with any of his drugs can 
stop them for very long. 
It Is one of the beneficent acts 
of Nature, because those dilated 
vessels bring cells to kill off the 
invaders and cells to mend the 
breach. 
The dilated vessels also 
cause the pain, but even this is a 
good thing, because it keeps the 
part still and allows the process 
to go on In peace. 
These friendly cells soon leave 
the dilated blood vessels and go 
out into the tissue spaces around 
the injury. 
Here they kill off bac­ 
teria lf any are present, or begin 
to throw out strands to bridge the 
gap. 
Some carry away debris. The 
thing is carried out with all the 
efficiency of an engineering con­ 
struction. 
I have described a very simple 
kind of inflammation, but the more 
complicated ones are simply elabo­ 
rations of this. 
Is there anything that can be 
done to aid the process? Yes, a 
few things 
Rest of the part is the 
most 
important. 
If you 
had 
a 
bridge 
under 
construction 
you 
wouldn’t expect a few earthquakes 
in the neighborhood to help. Keep­ 
ing a superficial wound covered 
and using antiseptics is helpful. 
Heat or cold, either one, are com­ 
forting and do not interfere with 
the process. 
Whether a hot watei 
bag or an Ice cap makes no dif­ 
ference. Their physiological actior 
is the same.

Home storage of cabbages 


THERE ARE m any 
w ays 
of 
storing cabbages for W inter use, 
but never store them in the cellar 
of the house nor too close to the 
windows for the odor is apt to be­ 
come offensive. 
One 
very effective 
m ethod of 
storing is illustrated in the Gar- 
den-Graph. Pull the plants, roots 
and all, and set them close to ­ 
gether in a shallow trench. Cover 
the roots with earth. Drive boards 
or stakes into the ground as il­ 


lustrated, then lay planks across 
them to form 
a 
low. 
shed-like 
cover. Bank up the 
sides 
with 
earth and over the planks on top 
pile straw or any other m ulch m a­ 
terial to aid in keeping out frost 
As the cabbage heads are cut 
for use during the W inter m onths, 
leave the roots in the ground. Ear 
ly next Spring these roots 
w ill 
send up cabbage sprouts which are 
appetizing for salads 
or 
cold 
slaw.

France, in order to remove danger 
of a war in which she m ight be 
involved, would feel herself

pelled to m ake a supreme effort 
to force the Czech’s to m eet H it­ 
ler's dem ands—and even more im ­ 
portant w hether she could brow­ 
beat the Czechs into further con­ 
cessions which 
would 
mean the 
virtual 
dism em berm ent 
of 
the 
Czech nation. 
Fight Before Ceding 
So far there was every indica­ 
tion that the Czechs would fight 
before they agreed to cede Sude- 
tenland. 
There seem ed just a rare possi­ 
bility 
that France if insistently 
pressed by Chamberlain to go to 
extrem e 
lim its 
to 
avoid 
the 
catastrophe 
of 
a 
general 
war, 
m ight indicate to the Czechs that 
they would have to yield. 
The 
situation 
today 
looked 
darker than at any tim e since Ilit- 
lert m ade his speech a t N urem ­ 
berg Monday.

They and two other insane con­ 
victs escaped by scaling 
a 15- 
foot wall with a ladder left in the 
prison exercise yard by workmen. 
They overpowered three guards 
in quick succession, seized a rifle 
and forced a fourth guard to drive 
them aw ay from the prison. 
The kidnaped guard w as forc­ 
ed out of the autom obile near the 
prison. 
Two of the convicts. John 
O’Malley, 25, and Dieudionne Coal- 
lier, separated 
from 
the others 
and were 
recaptured. 
The others, Joseph Coughen, 23, 
Jules Lagagc, 32, and Leon Trem ­ 
blay, 25, were described as “d es­ 
perate crim inals.” 
They abandon­ 
ed 
the autom obile in the north 
end of the city. 
An investigation into the 
es­ 
cape 
and 
the 
behavior 
of the 
guards, only one of whom alleg­ 
edly made any attem pt to

vent the break, was ordered by

It was said that a traveling m u­ 
sician w as killed by a gendarm e 
patrol near Schlatshof because he 
refused to halt on command.

w as suspected, it w as added, of 
acting as a Sudeten courier. 
Foreign 
M inister 
Krofta, dis­ 
cussing the possibility of a region­ 
al pact, said that it m ight involve 
non aggression and m utual assist­ 
ance 
clauses, 
am ong 
German, 
Czechoslovakia. Poland, Russia and 
perhaps the 
B altic 
states, with 
France as a guarantor. 
He used the sam e argum ent as 
did Vice Prem ier B echyne—that if 
Germany got the Sudeten
